Not  Enough  Social  Life 

Of  the  nearly  2,000  students  on  campus,  only  the  Greek 
organizations,  which  peculiarly  are  in  a  minority,  have  any¬ 
where  near  a  complete  social  life.  i 

The  trouble  lies  somewhere  in  the  fact  that  there  are  only 
four  or  five  major  activities  in  which  the  independents  may 
actively  participate.  Even  the  scheduling  of  our  athletic  events 
seems  to  be  designed  to  limit  student  attendance  with  most  of 
them  being  out  of  town. 

College  students  will  find  recreation  one  way  or  another 
and  if  the  college  is  not  going  to  furnish  it,  they  will  go  else¬ 
where.
